In ancient myth, the two brothers, Anapias and Amphinomus, and their elderly parents were present when the volcano, 
Mt. Etna, erupted. The ancients held their parents in the highest regard and honour. To save their parents, the brothers 
each lifted one onto their shoulders and carried them away from the dangerous fire and lava. Due to the added weight, 
the brothers were slow, and they were not quick enough to outrun the flames. It is said that the river suddenly split in 
half, allowing the family to pass through the flames unscathed. They were subsequently worshipped by the Cataneans 
for their pietas towards their parents, and their iconography appears on coins and jewellery.
